Russians are now enduring worse than war. 


One olr (he government adventurers with 


the vain title of "commissar of public health" 
declares the unhappy country 3s menaced by a 
return of the cholera and famine of 1891 and 
ISftL', when all the world was cowering for 
fear of infection from the miserable empire.
